Itnllroad Trains In Cuba* 



, Railway traveling In Cuba has some 
curious aspect* . Far Instance, when 
trains arrlvo at or depart from cities or 
villages It Is rather U(iueerthiug<to- see, 
between tho doputs and limits of all 
the municipalities, n man on horseback 
preceding tho engine. No train may 

. arrive or depart more rapidly than tho 
speed of this courier, who announces 
his own and lho train's coming by tre- 
mendous bcljowlngs nml hallooing*. 
Sometimes ho is provided with a sort 
of trumpet which ho sounds, lugubri- 
ously. The railway* are nearly nil of 
narrow gauge, aim freight and pas- 
sungercars itro little and low.' ' Jfot 
long ago Cuban engineers wore nearly 
nil Amurleans and received fabulous 
wages. This was also true of tho ou> 
t'lucers on the sugar plantations. But 
Cubans are bright and Imitative, and 
they nro ttlams now in cftnrge, Tba 
machinery attests that. It is dingy, 
rtiHty, half'ruincd. ■ 

Tito Cuban engineer handles his en- 
gine in a hesitant, hysterical sort of 
way.

Often ho sucks with 
his mouth over the soa t of pain— a 
novel way of cupping, but often effica- 
cious. I have seon cases of long stand- 
ing eurod by those men, In aome In- 
atances where Iho army surgeon had 
given thorn up. One cure I hava in 
mind was ef cataract ot the eye. It 
wot cured by inserting beneath the lids 
filings from brass wire. The patients 
wore always painted red lo mnkn tholr 
hearts strong, they say. Ollen tho 
medicine man will cut an image out uf 
paper or bark and placing it upon the 
ground the patient la held ovarii; than 
tbo medicine man will take hla gun aud 
shoot the Image, destroying the evil 
spirit that had caused the alcknoss.
